THE QOREAN COUP D’ETAT, 


While goingtopreas. we, Nagasaki Express, 

ave received the following, dated February 
14th, from a Chemulpo correspondent :—* A 
very clever coup ds main bas just occurred 
here, The Admiral Kornileffs guard of 
about 100 men left Chemulpo on Monday, 
lth, for Seoul, The same evening the King 
asked the protection of the Kuasiau Minfetor, 
aud to be permitted tostsy at the Legation. 
He did not ask to be protected againgt the 
go-oalled robels, who were outside the gatos 
of Seoul, and who bad defeated all the traops 
cent against them, Ho asked for protcotion 
Against the oppression of the Japaneao, and 
the officials;whom they bad installed as their 
agente, and who were in reality bigger rebels 
than those advatining on Seoul, who ore hia 
loyal subjects merely asking redress for the 
tmurder of the Queen (if she ia really dead), 
The whole sffair was managed so nicely that 
the olever Japanose and their tools did -not 
know anything of it until the next day, 
whon they found that the telegraph between 
Seoul and Fusan bed been cut by the insure 
gents, and it was only by eonding a trans- 
port to Fusan that the news could be taken 
to Japan, Thie nows must have arrived.

TEN YEARS OF NAVAL PROGRESE. 


‘Tho decade which closed’ with tho end of 
Inst year bas been ono of peoaliar interest 
and importindo from the Naval point of view 
(saya The Standard.) From the alose of the 


Nopoleonio wars to 1884, though all were 
; agreed as to the theoretical noed of a atrong 


Navy, there waa some negleot to convert our 
theory into practice, The awakening may 
be said to have come in that year, when our 
Fleet waa ino most disoreditable' position of 
weakness, There followed, at short inter~ 
vals, three preat Naval paogrammes—that of 
Lord, Northbrook in 1685 Lord Georgo 
Hamilton's in 1889 “(Noval Defence Act), 
and Lord Spencer’s in 1894, The decade 
has thug wilnossed gront activity on our 
part, as the exeoution of the Northbrook 
programme falls mainly within it, though 
the inception camo outeide it, Some credit 
for revived enorgy is due to the public and 
Press, which has acted as a good watoh-dog. 
Oonaeionally, in the three soatea which pre- 
caded the three programmes, our weakness 
may have been overstated and our atrongth. 
under-estimated, yet the general resuit baa 
been usefol, It is much to bo wished, how- 
ever, that our exponditure bad been regular 
inatead of epaomodio, he best criterion of 


. | our progresy, however, will be to sot side by 


side what wos done in the years 1874.2885, 
and in the decade 1886-1896, at the same 
time contrasting our position. in the Spring 
of 1886 with that in which we find ourselves 
at the present time. The year 1886 is im- 
porta being that of the Penjdeh affuir, 
when nearly caoie to blows with Rus- 
sia. In 1896 wa havo been dompelled to 
tako etook of our defences by tha action of 
another Great Power. 

If we look at battleships, upon which the 
fighting strovgth of 1 fleet mainly depends, 
we shall find an enormous advance upon 
1885, Wo then had only two battle-ships 
armed with breech-loaders, Our ironclads 
were; almost without excoption, equipped 
with weapona inferior ta those carried in 
other Buropean navies, Au American oritio 
doea not hesitate to say that we ware years 
behind everyone olae. Moreover, there was 
grave doubt as to‘the valuo of the type of 
ship which wo had adopted, The Inflxible, 
Ajax, and Agamemnon wore oof most recent. 
battle-shipe, They wero criticised, both by 
naval officers and by naval constructors, a6 
bad vessels... They were ill-proteoted on the 
water-line, they were slow, and they wore 
not very manageable, All three were armed 
with muzzle-loaders, If we turn to the 
existing state of affairs, wo seo a type of 
ahip upholding the hocour of our dag which 
is no longer disparaged, but admired, The 
Majestic carries guns unsurpinsed anywhere 5 
she is faat; abe is seaworthy ; in short, if 
not the ideal abip, sho is a neat approach to 
it, Sir Williom White’s models are being 
copied by the Japanese, than whioh no groa- 
ter compliment could be paid to them, since 
tho Japanese have had experivoce in modera 
{war,.and. ara by mo means conservative, 
‘Wo may take it, then, that our ships of to-

24 bouts of tho firet class. Tho destroyor 
hag within tho last three years realised the 
dream of « eca-kesping boat, though in bad 
weather aven destroyers bave ccoasionally 
to.ran for ebelter; and wo have 29 actually 
ready, whilst as many more ate building or 
completing. Our 24 large boats have in- 
sressod to 73, so that, os far as thia arm is 
concerned, wo may be said to he in a fairly 
satisfactory position. 4 
In ships, then, the great expenditure of 
recent years has at-least brought us a very 
tangible result. Vo can dispose of a Fleet 
whish ia fast, modern, bomogencona, and 
well armed. Aud as in ships, so also in 
gune, Our nower vessels carry, not the 
monzzle-loading 38-ton or 8l-ton.gun, but 
the handy and poworfal 46-ton wire-built 
breechloader, a weapon which is certainly 
not surpassed anywhere,’ We are no longer 
in the rent, but inthe van, It is only to 
bo wished that the obsolete ordnanoa had 
been removed from gur older ships, which 
are now in only too many casea virtual 
dummies. Tha muzzleloader ia a weak 
weapon because it is old, bod its presence in 
the Floct prolongs the training of scamen 
gunners, who must be taught to shoot with 
it. In many cases these old guos are much 
worn, and sould: not ba trusted to make ao- 
curate practice, At a long range they 
srould be almost useless, and, ao far as oon 
be seen, the fnture battle will be fought at 
aloog range. No doubt, thoro are old and 
fecblo guns afloat in other Fiests besides 
oura, but vowhere ore there ao many. - Not | 
oan we reat content with thie state of thiogs, 
Bither we must have now ships to replace
